Middle schools are moving forward 
with programs for reading success 


Literacy. It’s a goal that is at the heart of education, and on the minds of - 
educators everywhere, as they seek to assure that their students are armed - 


with the skills they need to thrive in an increasingly competitive world. 
“Arguably the most critical component of the school experience, literacy 
is a challenge facing teachers, administrators, parents and students,” said 
East Jordan Middle School principal Michael Haynes. “Nationally the 
statistics report that 85 million adults in the US, 35 percent of the popula- 
tion, have very tow literacy skills.” That fact is one that educators in East 
Jordan are hoping to have a hand in changing, at Jeast in their own corner 
of northern Michigan. At East Jordan Elementary Schoo! and East Jordan 
Middle School, steps are being taken, and programs implemented, in an 
attempt to give all students the best chance at achieving success in lit- 
eracy, 

AT EAST JORDAN Elementary School last week, kids were excited 
about RIF. The “Reading Is FUNdamental” program is a national one in 
which a number of area elementary schools participate, the East Jordan 
Elementary is no different. Here, kids get all the benefits, with parent 
volunteer Laurie McKenzie coordinating three RIF events a year; each 
student (of a total of more than 600) gets a chance to choose a book of 
their very own, 

The program, for many kids, has the potential to make a difference in 
how they feel about reading. “For some of the children,” McKenzie said, 
“these are the only books they get. Some parents can’t afford [to buy 
books], or just don’t read to them. For a lot of kids, these are the only 
books they get of their own, to keep.” 

McKenzie, with help from volunteer Wendy McKenney, has been do- 
nating her time and energy to the effort for more than 15 years, since her 
kids started kindergarten at East Jordan Elementary. “I got involved once 
my kids were in school,” she said. “I do enjoy it because the kids so enjoy 
it.” 

Supported by funds contributed by the East Jordan Learning Alliance 
and donations from various organizations, such as the East Jordan Lioness 
Club and the East Jordan Bridge Club, the project receives no finances 
from the school’s budget. The program's success, then, speaks to the com- 
mitment of volunteers and donors who make it happen. “In elementary, 
reading is such a big piece,”” McKenzie said. ‘“‘We want [the kids] to know 
it’s important.” 

DAY TO DAY curriculum, too, must reflect a commitment to reading 
success in order to assure literacy, a fact that the elementary school is fully 
aware of. With the addition of a reading specialist to the staff. the school 
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Second-graders at East Jordan Elementary School, like all their fellow students, had a chance last week to pick out a 
book to keep, thanks to the volunteer-run RIF program. Program organizer Laurie McKenzie assures that students 
have the latest books to choose from in the program, which-occurs three times during the school year. 


is, according to principal Cal Prins, making a real effort to meet the needs of 
all students. ‘‘We're real excited about the direction we're going in,” he said. 
As is reading specialist Marie Haley, who works with approximately 100 


students, grades kindergarten through fifth. “I love teaching reading,” said 


Haley, who has more than 20 years of teaching experience and holds a Master’s 
degree in reading. “I know we're making a difference.” 

Beginning this year, Haley heads up the school’s reading support program, 
geared towards kids reading below grade level. Students are tested at the 
outset, on several levels including sight words, reading stories, oral language 
tests and writing tests. The assessments used by staff give very specific indi- 
cations of what students need help with. “We get ideas from their mistakes, 
as to how we need to remedy their weaknesses, and we know their strengths.” 
Haley said. “The results tell us ‘this is what the student needs to work on.” 

One-on-one as well as 
group instruction follows, fo- 
cusing specifically on the 
needs of individual students, 
with kids retested frequently. 
The method, Haley said. is 
working. “We're very happy 
with the results,” she said, 
“With every student. we can 
see progress.” 

A key aspect of the program 
is utilizing a variety of instruc- 
tion strategies, from reading to 
younger classes to performing 
“reader's theatre” to singing 
stories, in order to provide mo- 
tivation to often-frustrated stu- 
dents. “We want them to think 
‘reading is fun, I like to read,*” 
Haley said. A mix of reading 
materials is used, including 
non-fiction, in order to stimu- 
late a range of interests, and 
the approach is meant to be a 
balanced one, including phon- 
ics, writing, and practicing flu- 
ency, “That way. you're go- 
ing to hit all learning styles,”

desire to continue on their journey. Said Haley, “Our goal is to [have 
students] enjoy reading.” 

READING EDUCATION, ideally, doesn’t end after elementary school; 
at East Jordan Middle School, teachers and administrators have, in recent 
years, taken major steps to assure that kids are getting the reading support 
they need in the critical transition years between elementary and high school. 

According to principal Michael Haynes, a five-step approach has been 
implemented, and is, by all accounts, working beautifully. The process 
includes transition meetings, a district-wide initiative that looks specifi- 
ca]ly at each student’s strengths and weaknesses, learning style, and abil- 
ity level in core classes; programming, including a corrective reading class 
for students performing below grade level in reading; technology, includ- 
ing the use of two software components that specifically prescribe and 
target reading skills, Success Maker and Lexea; professional development, 
meaning collaboration and training to manage the technology component 
of the reading plan; and data collection and monitoring, to monitor student 
success and target areas for direct instruction. 

The multi-level complexity of the program, from an administrative stand- 
point, is a definite plus, It means, among other things, the ability to moni- 
tor individual student progress, in real time. Rather than assessing stu- 
dents as a group through broad testing methods, the software utilized in 
the reading program allows the student's progress to be tracked as they’re 
working, to give instructors progressive and immediate data on that par- 
ticular child's work. “It’s allowing data to drive the process,” Haynes said, 
in a positive way. The data, as presented, allows instructors to have “every 
component of reading broken down [for each student],” he said. “It gives 
us data in several subsets. ” 

Additionally, the software is prescriptive; that ts, the programs are such 
that they not only present hard data, but guide the learning arts teachers tn 
the steps to take to help correct deficit areas. “Activities for every kid are 
based on their weaknesses,” he said. “Each [student]} has his or her own 
individual plan,” 

Most importantly, there is evidence that the approach is working. “Data 
tracking has enabled us to prove that with the interventions, students are 
making huge gains in their reading level,” Haynes said. A “snapshot” 
group of 10 students, he said, indicates up to two and a half years of growth 
in reading level within one academic year. 

Having that information at their fingertips is one of the best things about 
the program, he added. “It helps us to know if it’s working and how much 
it's working.” 

The bottom line is that by middle school, reading has potentially reached 
the critical stage —— heading into high school, the ability to read at grade 
level can have a huge impact on that student’s future. 

‘A student’s ability to read and interpret language is critically tied to the 
[educational] track they end up getting into,” Haynes said.

Much like the Antrim 
County Road Commission 
has the task of maintaining 
the roads in the county, a 
group of dedicated workers 
is responsible for maintain- 
ing the quality of snowmo- 
bile trails. 

With the recent purchase 
of a new John Deere snow- 


Snowmobile Club are set on 
smoothing out an enjoyable 
ride for many 
snowmobiling enthusiasts 
this season. 

Jim Kostin, president of 
the Antrim County Snow- 
mobile Club and vice presi- 
dent of the Jordan Valley 
Trails Council, is excited for 
the start of one of the more 
popular wintertime activi- 
ties in northern Michigan. 

“Snowmobiling is the 
number one tourism attrac- 
tion in the State of Michi- 
gan,” Kostin said. “It brings 
in over a billion dollars to 
the state every year.” 

Kostin and other volun- 
teers have had the chance to 
improve many of the trails 
in the Antrim County area. 
Recently, the Jordan Valley 
Traits Council took over the 
Blue Bear Trail from the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR). 
The Blue Bear has more 
than 45 miles. of groomed 
trails. Riders can enter 11 
miles east of Kalkaska on 
M-72. The group has al- 
ready begun grooming and 
maintenance of trails from 
Starvation Lake Road to the 
131 trail near Alba. This 
trail runs north and south 
along 131, connecting 
Mancelona and Petoskey, as 
well as Alanson and Indian 
River.

“The tractors roughly 
cost about $130,000 each,” 
Kostin said, “We purchased 
it with a 60/40 agreement 
with the DNR. They agreed 
to cover 60 percent of the 
costs, with the remaining 40 
falling onus. 

“We will raise the re- 


for grooming.” 

Kostin said financial sup- 
port also comes from area 
businesses and snow- 
mobilers themselves, with 
snowmobile map sales, and 
fund raisers such as golf 
outings during the summer. 

With the purchase of the 
new grooming tractor, the 
council now has three. 
While Kostin said the trails 
council is set machinery- 
wise, the need for volun- 
teers for the nonstop job of 
grooming is still there. On 
Nov. 4, over 25 new drivers 
were being trained for the 
task. 

“Having enough drivers 
is essential for our groom- 
ing,” Kostin said, “AH of 
these people involved are 
very dedicated, but for those 
who give their time, I think 
most really enjoy the cama- 
raderie involved and just the 
task of making things bet- 
ter for everyone. 

“T think when people are 
directly involved they ap- 
preciate things more ~ espe- 
cially since snow-mobiling , 
is SO big up here for so many 
to begin with,” he added. 

Kostin also warns 
snowmobilers to be safe 
when approaching a groom- 
ing tractor on the trails. 

“We only travel around 3- 
4 miles per hour, but acci- 
dents do still occur,” Kostin 
said.

Snowmobile clubs ready to prepare area trails 


Trail groomers gathered at the Antrim County Snowmobile Clubhouse i in Alba last Waeke to 
train new volunteers for the job of maintaining the aréa’s snowmobile trails. The group 
also introduced a new John Deere grooming tractor, which cost around $130,000. 


“We train our drivers to 
Stop and give way to 
snowmobilers and then pro- 
ceed after they go by. But 
some drivers just travel too 
fast around the comers, and 
accidents do happen.” 

For safety on the trails, 
AAA Michigan suggests 
riders always wear a snow- 
mobile suit, boots, mittens 
and a face mask. Riders 
should also wear an ap- 


proved crash helmet, which 
is required by law on ail 
public properties. A helmet 
can also protect them from 
frostbite and injury from 
trees, brush and other haz- 
ards, 

Riders should also stay on 
marked trails and stay alert 
for hazards, such as oncom- 
ing traffic, fences, culverts, 
wildlife. and icy or dry 
Spots.
